If the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners refuses to place his name 
on the ballot, he said, he will either 
file a mandamus suit to compel it 
to do so, or ask Attorney General 
Roy McKittrick to file a quo war- 
anto suit asking the Supreme Court 
to declare the .office vacant.

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CONVOY BEATS OFF 


ATTACK ON SUPPLY 
ROUTE 10 RUSSIA 


Six or Seven Shiph Lost 
in Battle With U-Boats, 
Planes — ‘Important’ 
Supplies Delivered, 

British Announce. 


LONDON, June 2 (AP).—A large 
United Nations convoy carrying 


American and British war supplies 
to Russia has reached a North 
Russian port after a running bat- 
tle of five days and nights against 
German U-boats and more than 
100 Nazi planes, the British an- 
nounced today. 

With almost constant daylight 
now in Far North waters, the Ad- 
miralty said this was the most dif- 
ficult time of the year to push 
convoys through that route. 

But in. spite of such conditions, 
the British indicated only six or 
seven Allied ships were sunk, call- 
ing the German claim of destroy- 
ing 17 ships an “exaggeration of 
over 175 per cent.” 

(The-Germans announced last 
Friday that 17 ships totaling 114,- 
000 tons had been sunk by attacks 
on the convoy during several

LONDON, June 2 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill, in a statement 
in the House of Commons on Libya, 
said today the British had foreseen 
the drive launched by Nazi Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel last week 
and were ready for it.

R. A. F. Raid Started 
Mass Migration From 
Rhineland, Says New 


NEW YORK, June 2? (AP).— 
The Royal Air Force raid on 
Cologne Saturday night killed “in 
the neighborhood of 20,000” per- 


sons, wounded 54,000, 20 per cent 
of them critically, and put in mo- 
tion a mass migration from the 
Rhineland, the New York Times 
said today in a report credited to 
“private advices from competent 
neutral observers in Berlin.” 

Tiree-fifths of the inhabitants 
of Cologne—total population about 
800,000—are being officially evac- 
uated, mostly to the area of Mu- 
nich, where they will be housed 
in emergency barracks erected in 
the last 24 hours, the newspaper 
said. 

The entire populations of Aachen, 
Duesseldorf, Wuppertal, Mainz arid 
other cities have started a mass 
migration from the Rhineland in 
fear of further bombardment, it 
added, 

Of the damage in Cologne, the 
New York Times said: 

“Although details are lacking, it 
is understood from Berlin neutral 
quarters that roughly five-sevenths 
of Cologne’s chemical] and fine nia- 
chine-tool industries have been 
completely wrecked.”

Gaps in Minefield. 

““Throughout May 28-29-30 there 

was very heavy continuous. fight- 
ing between our armored divisions 
and brigades and the German Af- 
rika Korps backed up by the Ital- 
ian. Mobile Corps. The battle 
swayed backwards and forwards 
over a wide area from Acroma in 
north to Bir Hacheim, 40 miles to 
the south; from El Adem outside 
Tobruk to our minefields 30 — 
to the west. 
“Our troops gave the enemy no 
rest and finding himself. running 
short of supplies and water he 
had to make gaps in our minefields, 
ons along a genera] line on the 
Capuzzo Road and another 10 miles 
tu.south. These two gaps lay on 
either side of defended area held 
by a brigade of infantry from the 
north of England, 

“"This brigade strongly resisted 
the enemy’s attempt to pass his 
transport through their ranks and 
on May 28 Air Vice-Marshal Con- 
yngham decided to direct the 
whole air force on to a low attack 
against the enemy’s armor motor 
transport in this region. 

“*These attacks were maintained 
with maximum intensity through- 
out the following three days, reach- 


jing a peak as the enemy attempt- 


ed to pass through the gaps. 

“It is still difficult to give a 
firm estimate of the number of 
vehicles and tanks knocked out or 
disabled by these attacks, but there 
has been ample confirmation that 
the effect was very great, 

“*“Meantime, éach night our 
night bombers were attacking the 
enemy’s forward air fields and 
communications. 


Partial Withdrawal. 

“*By nightfall of May 31, the en- 
emy succeeded in withdrawing 
many of his tanks and much trans- 
port into one or the other of the 
gaps which he then proceeded to 
protect from our attacks from east 
by bringing many of his anti-tank 
guns, with which he was well 
equipped, into action. 

“‘A large number of his tanks 
and many transport vehicles, how- 
ever, remain on the wrong side of 
this barrier. These are still being 
ceaselessly harried and destroyed 
by our troops vigorously aided by 
the fighters and bombers of our 
air force. 

“Latest reports show the en- 
emy may have withdrawn some of 
his tanks through the gap areas 
and a good dea! of his transport as 
far back as 20 miles west of our 
forward positions, but this is wun- 
confirmed. 

“*"The country to the east of Bir 
Hacheim—that is, in our area—is 
being mopped up by our troops, 
which have destroyed many tanks 
and vehicles in this area and cap- 
tured two large workshops.’ 

“Since fighting is still proceed- 
ing and the battle by no means is 
over, further heavy fighting is to 
be expected, but whatever the re- 
sult thére is no shadow of doubt, 
says Gen. Auchinleck, that Rom- 
mel’s plans for his initial offensive 
have gone completely awry and this 
failure has cost him dear in men 
and materials. 

Praises Air Support. 

“Axis air forces have been very 
active throughout the operations 
and have made continuous attacks 
on our troops and’ communications, 
but they too have lost heavily at 
the hands of our air forces and

Everywhere in a 200-square-mile 
box south of Acroma the ruins of 
German tanks, skeletons of trucks 
and motor troop transports gave 
evidence of the fury of the five-day 
battle. 

The German desert high com- 
mand, observers said, had gambled 
on a desperate sweep in the south 
—and had lost so far as the of- 
fense was concerned. 

The big question was whether 
the German command can hold on 
the Tmimi-El Mechili line west of 
the battle zone and that was doubt- 
ed by observers since the British 
are smashing at the rear and fol- 
lowing through intent upon the ut- 
ter defeat of the Axis forces. 

The Germans obviously did not 
know that the British had such 
heavy striking power as the 
American tanks, which outspeed 
lighter tanks, and they suffered 
heavily from them. 

(A Cairo dispatch said the Ameri- 
can-made tank was the United 
States Army’s M-3, medium type 
weighing 28 tons. Known as the 
“Gen, Grant,” it is armed with a 
T7-millimeter gun firing high ex- 
plosive and anti-personne! shells, 
plus a 487-millimeter anti-tank 
weapon and a machine gun.) 

Supply Route Bombed. 

The constant bombing of the 
long supply routé around Bir 
Hacheim by the Royal Air Force 
with heavy Boston bombers and 
bomb-carrying Hurricane and Kit- 
tyhawk fighters plus the excellent 
support of the Free French in the 
south helped Allied forces wrest 
the offensive from the Axis. 

British morale is high, Through 
five days of travel over 1000 miles 
of desert battle grounds, that is 
always evident. 

(The German high command said 
a British force encircled in North 
Africa had been annihilated and 
3000 prisoners taken, including a 
brigadier. In fighting Sunday’ and 
yesterday, the Germans said, 101 
British tanks and large quantities 
of other materiel were destroyed or 
captured.)

Arthur R. Knapp, chairman of 
the brotherhood’s lay activities 
committee in East St. Louis, ‘in 
opening the meeting, said: “The 
forces of evil always vote as a 
machine and the only way Chris- 
tians can get anywhere is to do the 


same thing. We have officials to 
whom we pay good salaries and 
we want to let them know that we 
want the laws upheld.” 

He appointed C. V. Voorheis, an 
insurance dealer, as chairman of a 
committee whose purpose, he said, 
will be “to form an organization 
to instruct Christian voters how 
to vote and to recommend candi- 
dates who will uphold the law.” 
Voorheis said he would seek rep- 
resentatives from all churches and 
civic organizations in the city.

There was a time when Hitler’s 
Sensibility in feeling out his way 
with the crowds was nothing short 
of uncanny.

men. Hitler played with his audi- 
ences as an orchestra conductor 
plays with the members of his 
musical ensemble. 

His meetings often reminded one 
of the old revival meetings. Even 
the most hard-boiled seemed to 
“get religion”; that is, the Nazi 
religion of blood and soil. 

The whole stage management for 
these meetings contributed toward 
this mass psychology—the martial 
music played during the hour or 
two before Hitler’s arrival, the 
challenging slogans on huge ban- 
ners throughout the vast assembly 
hall, the gradual arrival, on the 
stagger principle, of the second 
line of Nazi leaders, then of the 
top men like Goebbels, Goering, 
Hess, Himmler, and finally the 
dramatic entry, with searchlights 
playing on him, of Adolf Hitler 
himself. 


Hitler’s Technique. 


After Hitler became Chancellor 
and later chief of state, he could 
seldom extemporize but had to 
read important pronouncements 
from prepared copy. 

Yet these speeches, too, during 
the first six or seven years of his 
dictatorship showed a remarkable 

psychological understanding of the 
German people. 

During one of my interviews 
some years ago I said to the Ger- 
man dictator: “We are all aware 
that you owe a great part of your 
success to your abil to win over 
the masses of the people by your 
personal appeal in extemporaneous 
speeches. Now that you are the 
head of government, you must 
write gut most of your pronounce- 
ments. Does that not cramp your 
style?” 

“Not at all,” he replied. “When 
I compose a speech, I visualize the 
people. [I can see them just as 
though they were standing before 
me. I sense how they will react.” 

That was some years ago. Today 
his speeches do not have the same 
compelling power with his hearers. 


To Mt. Olympus. 


The explanation seems to lie in 
the fact that Hitler now lives in a 
cloud-world of his own, high up 
on Mount Olympus, and that his 
contacts with the real world are 
carefully filtered by the coterie 
of confidants about him. 

In short, Hitler no longer sees 
the German people through his 
own eyes but through the strongly 
colored spectacles of his -under- 
lings. 

One German Ambassador, return- 
ing from his post to report, told 
Hitler all he thought he might be 
interested in knowing about the 
country to which he was accredit- 
ed. Before leaving Hitlér’s study, 


however, he presumed to put in a

As American 
squadrons come into service, the 
scope and power of the attacks 
will continue to be stepped up. 

We are, therefore, about to see 
a real test of what air power can 
do under highly favorable condi- 
tions. And this may perhaps be 
the moment for a word of caution. 
It would be unwise to expect too 
much of air attacks alone, They 
will impose great difficulties on 
the Germans, they will unquestion- 
ably weaken German efforts in 
Russia and elsewhere by the need 
for defending vital German centers 
and communications against them, 
but they are unlikely to batter 
Germany inte submission any more 
than they battered Great Britain 
into submission a year ago when 
the conditions of air superiority 
were reversed. 

In other words, no one weapon 
and no one method js going to win 
this war by itself. Each will make 
its appropriate contribution to vic- 
tory, but victory will be attained 
by a combination of all available 
weapons and methods, by team

Gen, James H. Doolittle, 
who led the air raid on Japanese 
cities, told thousands of North 
American aircraft workers yester- 
day that Shangri-La, mythical land 
jokingly identified by President 
Roosevelt as the place from where 
the bombers came, “is right here 
in this North American plant. This 
is where our B-25 bombers came 
from.” 

The workers, massed on an air 
field, answered his statement with 
burst after burst of applause. 

Gen. Doolittle, 
thank the workers personally for 
their contribution to the raid, dis- 
closed further details of the at- 
tack. One young American, he 
said, bombed from an altitude of 
only 900 feet—so low that chunks 
of his target flew higher than his 
airplane. ’ 

“But 1500 feet was chosen as the 
bombing altitude,” he said, 
lowest from which we could bomb 
and still enjoy comparative safety 
from our own bomb fragments.” 

He spoke derisively of Japanese 
claims to having downed nine 
American ships. 

“Planes were shot down,” the 
General said, “possibly nine—but 
they were not ours. They were 
Japanese fighters who had the 
temerity to attack our B-25s. 

“Our. bémbers—your bombers— 
functioned magnificently, ” he con- 
tinued. “The B-25 Was selected for 
this mission because it was the 
best airplane in America for that 
particular job, and that means the 
best in the world.” 

Later Gen. Doolittle walked 
briskly through the plant, pausing 
occasionally to exchange a word 
with an aircraft worker. 

“He’s a great guy,” one of them 
told a reporter. “It makes you 
feel good to think that the planes 
you build are being flown by guys 
like him.”

It would be infinitely better, of 
course, if there were no public 
criticism of so critically impor- 
tant a matter as the conduct of a 
naval campaign. Now there isa 
provision in our constitutional sys- 
tem under which, if fully used, the 
public criticism of commanders in 
time of war could be dispensed 
with. It is the provision by which, 
even in time of war, the service 
departments operate under civilian 
chiefs who are also members of 
the Cabinet. When this system is 
in the hands of civilians of thé 
stature of the great secretaries— 
Root, Taft, Baker, Stimson—there 
exists a normal, orderly way in 
which professional criticism, with- 
in the services can, without scan- 
dal or public uproar, exercise the 
proper influence. The great secre- 
taries have been men who were 
competent, and were recognized by 
the officers themselves to be com- 
petent, to weigh criticism and to 
judge controversies and to esti- 
mate the ability and the quality of 
commanders. 

When this system works, as in 
the American tradition it is sup- 
posed to work, the result is a 
progressive improvement in the 
quality of the command, ItAs ac- 
companied by a progressive im- 
provement in the morale of the 
service.

If the sinkings continue at the present 
rate, we may soon find ourselves with a 
great abundance of war materials on 
hand and no ships to carry it to vital 
war zones. We are turning out bottoms 
in a vast ship-building program, it is 
true, and that is important. But it is 
more important to keep them afloat after 
they are built, for the ships that go to 
the. bottom loaded with war materials 
may mean the loss of bat and long 
lists of casualties. - 

We expect reverses in the war and are 
mot dismayed because of them.

American people can take it on the chin 
when they know that something is being 
done to remedy a situation and that that 
something is adeguate. Navy experts are 
undoubtedly on the job, for some enemy 
submarines are being sunk, but the prob- 
lem is stillan unsolved one. 

It is not enough to say that the Navy 
has the matter well in hand, for news 
reports of daily sinkings indicate that it 


- #s very much out of hand and that there 


is need for a new command and a new 
program. It is not possible for a layman 
to tell the Navy how to carry on an of- 
fensive t the murderous enemy 
U-boats, but there is one thing of great 
importaiice that should be done immedi- 
ately, and even I as a layman may ven- 
ture to point it out. It is to appoint 
gome expert of great ability, vision and 
courage, with full authority to act, as 
supreme commander of the Battle of the 
Atlantic. There must be men of the size | 
of MacArthur, Wainwright, Marshall, 
King, Doolittle who can handle this job 
and handle it right. 

The man chosen must be brilliant in 
strategy and in execution. He must, and 
this type of man will, find a way to locate 
the enemy wherever he is operating and 
thrust and strike until every such U-boat 
finds a watery grave. He will need men 
for the task, destroyers, fleets of air- 
planes and a plan of action that will get 
results speedily. A man of this size can 
get what he needs and wants, because he 
will have the courage to demand it and 
will be backed by the sentiment of the 
country.

What a record for Missouri! 
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BIGGER WAR BOND QUOTAS ARE AHEAD. 

The great home-front legion of war bond buyers 
made a fine record last month. The Treasury re- 
ports that they reached the May quota of $600,000,000 
on the twenty-ninth day of the month. 

That was the biggest total since February, bu 
now what about June? The quota for this new 
month is $800,000,000, a third greater than that for 
May. It will mean speeding up the present rate 
of buying in just that proportion. In July and the 
months thereafter, the Treasury goal rises tO a round 
billion, which will require still more and still bigger 
purchases. 

A billion a month is the Treasury estimate of what 
is required from this part of war financing, and also 
of the amount of buying power, roughly 10 per cent 
of the national income, which it is necessary to drain 
off in order to prevent inflation. If the bond-buying 
public falls short of that figure, then the result is 
likely to be a campulsory saving program. 

So the adoption or non-adoption of compulsory 
saving depends solely on the sale of war bonds and 
stamps. This is another recommendation for their 
purchase, in addition to the fact that they represent 
a patriotic investment in victory and security.

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WHAT A NOTED BAR LEADER THINKS. 

At the age of 84, Charles Culp Burlingham is one 
of the most respected citizens of New York City.

opposition. The only Democratic candidate to win 
was Justice Francis 8. Wilson of Chicago.

Graduated From Washington U. 

Admiral Moreell, accompanied by 
Mrs. Moreell, is in St. Louis to at- 
tend the commencement exercises 
today at Washington University, 
where he was graduated in. engi- 
neering in 1913. He worked as an 
engineer for the City. of St. Louis 
several years; entered the Navy 
during the World .War, and has 
remained there. He has been Chief 
of the Bureau of Yards and Docks 
since Dec. 1, 1937. 

One outstanding accomplish- 
ment of his department was the 
construction at Pearl Harbor of a 
huge dry dock, capable of han- 
dling the biggest ships afloat. The 
drydock was. completed a year 
ahead of schedule, and two weeks 
before the Japanese attack on the 
base. It was ready to serve as a 
repair yard for damaged ships. 

An example of modern naval ef- 
ficiency may be seen in the con- 
struction of this drydock, which 
required 20 months. A smaller and 
older drydock at Pearl Harbor, in- 
capable of -berthing the larger! 
ships, required six years in build- 
ing. 
For the first time in its history, 
Admiral Moreell said, the Navy is 
organizing a construction battalion, 
which will build advance bases 
with naval personnel. Heretofore, 
the Navy has depended on civilian 


“Sea Bees” Number 40,000. 

The battalion is made up of of- 
ficers, warrant officers, and en- 
listed men, known as “Sea Bees,” 
who now number 40,000. This num- 
ber is being increased to 60,000, 
and possibly will go even higher, 
Admiral Moreell said. Its function 
is to build bases in zones of com- 
bat, and the purpose is to place 
at construction work men who un- 
derstand discipline. “They will 
fight, if the occasion arises, as 
well as build bases,” the Admiral 
explained. 

Although the work of construc- 
ting Naval shore establishments is 
now going forward at a.rate 150 
times as great as in peace time, 
Admiral Moreell said emphatically, 
“I am not satisfied.” 

“IT think you will find very few, 
if any, ranking offjcers satisfied 
with the work being done, he said, 
because our job is infinite. There is 
no limit to what we must do.” 

He predicted, “we will whip the 
enemy, but we'll do it only by hard 
work and concentration. Our great- 
est difficulty thus far has been 
in awakening the American people 
to a real sense of danger. By and 
large, I believe they have awak- 
ened now.”

WASHINGTON, Ju June 2 (AP).— 
The .United Mine Workers Policy 
Committee made three demands on 
the CIO today but took no affirma- 
tive action toward severing rela- 
tionship. 

This latest round in the dispute 
between oncé-close groups Came on 
a vote on a report by a special 
five-man committee. A spokesman 
said there were eight dissents out 
of, approximately 235 voting. 

The report demanded that the 
CIO enter unity conferences with 
the AFL, acknowledge a cash debt 
of $1,665,000 to the mine union, and 
cease what the UMW called at- 
tacks on the United Mine Work- 
ers, its leaders and its organization 
efforts. 

Until these demands are met, 
said the report, the United Mine 
Workers of America “should with- 
hold. its per capita tax from the 
CIO, pending. review of the entire 
situation by the forthcoming con- 
stitutional convention” of the mine 
union. 

This presumably referred. only 
to per capita tax payments in 
cash, for the next and final para- 
graph of the report said: 

“In the meantime, we will con- 
tinue to tender payment of per 
‘capita tax to the CIO by offering | an 
tax payment from monies due and 
payable to the United Mine Work- 
ers of America on the loan ac- 
count of the CIO.” 

The report declared the AFL- 
CIO Labor Victory Board was a 
weak substitute for organic unity, 
rejected “with contempt,’ sugges- 
tions to levy special assessments 
on the CIO to raise funds to re- 
pay the miners and accused CIO 
leaders of making a slanderous 

campaign against the miners, 
amounting to “treason to the prin- 
ciples of labor.” 

John L. Lewis as head of the 
UMW last week ousted Philip 
Murray, CIO president as vice- 
president of the UMW. 

In Cleveland two — — field 
representatives of the United Mine 
Workers’ District 50 were directed 
today to ask the CIO to cut Dis- 
trict 50 away from Lewis’ UMW, 
at the request of Cleveland’s seven 
locals. 

Wendell Ringholtz, who lost his 
post in February, said he and 
Edward 8S. Voyson, whose job end- 
ed Sunday, had been chosen at a 
meeting of 64 officers and shop 
stewards from the Cleveland locals 
to ask Murray and the CIO execu- 
tive board, which meets in Wash- 
ington tomorrow, to form a new 
international union in place of 
District 50. 

The seven Cleveland locals claim 
a membership of 1300 in 14 chemi- 
cal and paint plants: District 50 
claims a membership of about 60,- 
000, or approximately one-tenth of 
the UMW total. 

Ringholtz said last night’s meet- 
ing adopted resolutions denounc- 
ing Lewis for his fight with Mur- 
ray, and pledging support to Mur- 
ray.

Over most of, the continental 
area of North America it would 
have no special effect, but in our 
Southern States we still have to 
combat malaria with quinine and 
in combat troops in the Canal Zone 
and in the tropics anywhere the 
possibility of a malaria epidemic 
is very imminent and it might be 
very serious if quinine were not 
available. 


The Dutch handled the quinine 
monopoly as a monopoly, but with 
very enlightened humanism. They 
did not allow the cultivation of 
cinchona trees, from which quinine 
is obtained, to die out, as happened 
in Ceylon where it was abandoned 
for more profitable crops. 

In 1918 the Dutch Government 
issued an‘agreement which had to 
do with the regulation of prices 
and the distribution of quinine 
which has resulted in a very even 
distribution throughout the civi- 
lized world at a very fair price. It 
is hardly possible to suppose from 
what we know of the Japanese that 
they will continue so humanitarian 
an agreement. » 

However, the quinine situation I 
am informed by an authoritative 
source is quite favorable for sev- 
eral years to come. About two 
years ago the Government began 
accumulating quinine for the Army 
and Navy on a very large scale.

It is 
curious that the first place quinine 


was ever found was in South 
America and that it has fallen be- 
hind so completely in production, 


The wild barks in South Amer- 
ica are too low in quinine content 
to be worth extraction, except in a 
real emergency, but some attempts 
have been made to match the 
Dutch cultural methods. In Colom- 
bia there is being grown a quinine 
bark which is of good quality and 
high centent, and this may be de- 
veloped into a supply icient 
to meet our heed for time in 
the future.

ROM Greenland’s icy moun- 


tains to India’s coral strand 


there is going to be disappoint- 
ment this year among the sub- 
ecribers of their favorite paper, the 
annual Star. The Rev. James M. 
Thomas, its editor and publisher, 
has made up his mind that he will 
have to skip this year’s issue be- 
cause he is busy getting settled in 
his new home near here. But next 
year the paper will come out on 
time, they can depend on that. 
Next year, though, it will have a 
new name. It will be, not the 
Model Star, as it has been for 
many years, but the Hazel Star, 
conforming to the name of the 
postoffice where it will be entered 
from now on, to be sent all over 
the world. 

For purposes of convenience and 
to prevent confusion, Uncle Jimmy 
changes the name of his paper 
every time he moves. First, when 
it was born, it was christened the 
Zero Star because the nearest 
postoffice was Zero, Ky. Next it 
was ‘the Hamlin Star because 
Thomas moved his publishing plant 
to Hamlin, Ky. 
into Tennessee and set himself up 
in the hills five miles from the 
village of Model on the Tennessee 
River and again changed the name 
to the Model Star. Now he is back 
in Kentucky and henceforth it will 
be the Hazel Star. 

The name will not be changed 
again because Uncle Jimmy will 
never move again. He is quite 
certain of that. He likes his new 
home. From it he will send forth 
his paper as long as he has 
strength to roll the wooden press, 
built by himself, on which he 
prints it. 

There is no other paper in all 
the world like it, nor one with 
such a circulation. That is the 
claim made for it and nobody has 
come forward to dispute the claim. 
Its four pages (6% by 10 inches), 
printed in minute type in several 
languages, go to more than 50 
countries and islands all over the 
world. It is always in the red, 
There is no subscription price be- 
cause the publisher doesn’t want 
to be bothered. by complaints from 
subscribers if he skips an annual 
issue now and then. The adver- 
tising just about pays the post- 
age. The other costs are paid by 
Thomas out of his own pocket. 

Why, then, is the Star published? 
Because Thomas, farmer, preacher 
and philosopher, has something to 
say and wants to send his message 
out among the nations of the earth. 
It is his mission and he finds his 
happiness in it. His rewards are 
the friends that he has made in 
far off places and the letters that 
come to him from them,

IMMY THOMAS was a farm boy 
Jove he wanted to be a printer. 

He hung around the printing of- 
fice at Cadiz, Ky., when he had the 


chance and gained some idea of ° 


what printing was like. You had to 
have type, ink and paper—especially 
type. For him, meta! type, as mat- 
ters stood, was out of the question. 
But wooden type! There was an 
idea. He took cedar sticks and 
carved on their ends the alphabet, 
letter by letter. Using these sticks 
as stencils he printed with them. 
The product was not art but it was 
printing. When it came to crude 
printing, Gutenberg didn’t have 
anything on Jimmy Thomas. 

The boy’s passion for printing 
came to the notice of Dr. Taylor 
of Cadiz, who had a 5x8 Excelsior 
hand press that he wasn’t using. 
He gave it to Jimmy. “Keep it till 
I call for it,” he said. He never 
called for it. Type was the next 
need. Jimmy managed to-get hold 
of three fonts of obsolete faces. 
He had learned the printer’s trade 
by watching men “stick” type. He 
knew the boxes for the different 
letters in the type case. The thing 
he liked best to do was to watch a 
printer pick the letters out of the 
boxes, spelling out in his own mind 
the words that were taking shape 
in the “stick.” Learning to be a 
printer was'as simple as that, You 
just took the “stick” in your left 
hand and picked up the type units 
with your right and placed them 
bottom-side-up in the stick.

West made his natural opening 
of the club jack. Declarer’s sur- 
vey now disclosed that one spade 
and three diamond tricks were po- 
tential losers and, of course, the 
problem immediately resolved it- 
self as a need to salvage at least 
one of these losers. If the diamond 
ace lay in front of the king, there 
was no danger, but naturally de- 
clarer did not like to stake his 
contract on that 50-50, chance. So 
at. the second trick he embarked 
on an elimination plan. He led 
to the heart queen and ruffed a 
club, then led to the heart king 
and ruffed dummy’s last club. 
Now, with the adverse trumps 
drawn and clubs stripped from the 
North-South hands, declarer led a 
low diamond from the king. It 
must be observéd that in this par- 
ticular. deal there was no ad- 
vantage in leading the first dia- 
mond toward the king. Even if 
the ace were on side, two diamond 
tricks would have to be lost. Thus 
there could be no danger in re- 
ducing declarer’s holding to K-T. 
As it happened, the lead was taken 
by East, who returned another 
diamond. Declarer put up the 
king and lost to the ace, West 
then cashing the diamond queen. 
(Note that if East had had the 
ace, declarer would have made his 
king just as surely as if he him- 
self had led toward it.) The dee 
fenders now had taken three 
tricks, but the second phase of de- 
clarer’s elimination plan had been 
reached—the diamonds also were 
now eliminated from bold hands. 
At this point the best West 
could do was lead a spade, since 
the lead of either a club or a dia- 
mond would have afforded a ruff 
in one hand and a discard in the 
other. On the low spade lead 
East’s queen was trapped hy the 
ace and then a successful finesse 
was taken against West’s jack. In 
other words, declarer, having 
stripped diamonds and clubs, mere- 
ly played for a normal spade 
break, one honor in each oppo- 
nent’s hand. If West, after win- 
ning the diamond tricks had led 
the spade jack, declarer would 
have put up dummy’s king and 
then finessed - against East's 
queen.
